We are free to confess that at this dis- 
tance we are unable to found any opin- 
jon on the question, for the simple rea- 


gon that we are notin possession of the 


facts. The whole matter resolves itself 
into a question of fact. If the Indians 
were the hostile savages who have been 
depredating on the whites atong the mai! 
read. and who inaugarated war, their 
panishmens was as deserved as it was 
signal and overwhelming. On the other 
hand, if as some allege, the Indiaps at- 
tacked were those with whom a treaty 
had been made, and were living in peace, 
almost with the reservation at Fort Ly-

Gen. Morey issued an order 
dividing Savannab into two military dis- 
tricts and for the protection of public 
and private property. and is registering 
persons formerly in the rebel army. He 
is continuing the arrest of stragcling 
soldiers and the trasportation of persons 
within therebel lines who want to go, 
4136 to supply the destitute persons with 
food. 

Sherman, in his specieal field orders, 
states that as Savannah is and will be 
held as a military post for future milita- 
ry uses, it is preper to lay down certain 
general principles that all may under- 
stand their duties and obligations ; he 
then proceeds to state what may be per- 
mitted for the convenience and comfort 
of the people, in which are embraced 
all necessary pivileges of‘ large com- 
munfity. The publication of newspapers 
is limited to two editors, to be held to 
strict accountability for libels, miscbie- 
vous matter, premature news, exaggera- 
ted statements, or any comments what- 
ever on the acts of the authorities. 

The Savannah Republican of the 29tb 
contains the proceedings of a public 
meeting called by the Mayor.and a large 
number of influevtial citizens, to take 
{iato consideration the matter relating fo 
the preaent and future welfare of the 
city. The foliowing resolution was adop- 
ted on the Ist: | : 

Resolved, That we accept the position 
and surrender the city, and in the 
language of the President of the Uniied
